M alnutrition, Delinquency 


Bt HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


TH ER E has been a great deal 
o f discussio n recently co ncerning 
juvenile 
delinquency , 
which 
in 
plain language means bad be­ 
havio r in children. It is well reco g­ 
nized that certain phy sical diso r­ 
ders may be co ntributing causes 
fo r such bad behavio r. 
One o f the phy sical diso rders, 
which seems to be especially im­ 
po rtant, acco rding to Do cto r Alo - 
y sius S. Church o f New Yo rk, is 
malnutritio n. Fo r example, it is 
kno wn that a child who do es no t 
get eno ugh vitamin 
B-co mplex 
may 
be 
irritable, 
mo o dy 
and 
“mean.” With mo re severe vita­ 
min B deficiency , depressio n and 
emo tio nal upsets are frequently 
no ted. Of mo re than 700 children 
ranging in age fro m l l to 17 y ears 
in a ho me fo r delinquent bo y s, 
fo ur-fifths sho wed evidences o f 
po o r nutritio n in vario us degrees. 


Craving fo r Fo o d 
A large number o f delinquent 
children crave fo o d, may steal 
mo ney in o rder to buy fo o d, and 
when they do get it, they eat it 
rapidly . In institutio ns, delinquent 
children o ften hide fo o d to be 
eaten later, even when they are 
assured o f three go o d meals a 
day . Children talk abo ut fo o d as 
much as, if no t mo re than, they do 
abo ut any o ther subject. 


In a study o f a number o f bo y s 
admitted to an institutio n fo r de­ 
linquent children, it was fo und 
that many had meals at ho me o nly 
rarely . Many had meals at ham ­ 
burger stands and drug sto res. 
Half o f the children were under­ 
weight and fo ur-fifths had pale­ 
ness, po o r muscles and signs o f 
deficiency o f vitamins A, B and C. 


Behavio r Suffers 
Any perso n’s co nduct will de­ 
pend, at least in part, upo n his 
phy sical co nditio n, o n 
ho w 
he 
feels. If children are permitted to 
be underno urished and underfed 
it is easily understandable that 
their behavio r is likely to suffer. 
Of co urse, the maintenance o f 
go o d nutritio n depends o n seeing 
to it that children get three well­ 
balanced meals a day , th a t they 
have plenty o f rest and sleep, ade­ 
quate exercise, and are no t sub­ 
ject to nervo us o r mental excite­ 
ment which will interfere with di­ 
gestio n. 
Any 
phy sical 
defects 
present which may interfere with 
the abso rptio n and use o f fo o d by 
the bo dy must be co rrected. 
The activities o f the mind can­ 
no t be separated fro m tho se o f the 
rest o f the bo dy . If a child is to be 
a 
well-ro unded 
perso nality 
he 
must be kept in go o d phy sical 
co nditio n as well as given ade­ 
quate mental training.

It is well recog­ 
nized th a t certain physical disor­ 
ders may be contributing causes 
for such bad behavior. 
One of the physical disorders, 
which seems to be especially im­ 
portant, according to Doctor Alo­ 
y s ia S. Church of New York, is 
m alnutrition. F or example, it is 
known th at a child who does not 
get enough vitam in 
B-complex 
may 
be 
irritable, 
moody 
and 
“m ean.” W ith more severe vita­ 
min B deficiency, depression and 
emotional upsets are frequently 
noted. Of more than 700 children 
ranging in age from l l to 17 years 
in a home for delinquent boys, 
four-fifths showed evidences of 
poor nutrition in various degrees. 


Craving for Food 
A large num ber of delinquent 
children crave food, may steal 
money in order to buy food, and 
when they do get it, they eat it 
rapidly. In institutions, delinquent 
children often hide food to be 
eaten later, even when they are 
assured of three good meals a 
day. Children talk about food ms 
much as, if not more than, they do 
about any other subject.

H alf of the children were under­ 
weight and four-fifths had pale­ 
ness, poor muscles and signs of 
deficiency of vitam ins A, B and C. 


Behavior Suffers 
Any person’s conduct will de­ 
pend, at least in part, upon his 
physical condition, on 
how 
he 
feels. If children are perm itted to 
be undernourished and underfed 
it is easily understandable th a t 
their behavior is likely to suffer. 
Of course, the m aintenance of 
good nutrition depends on seeing 
to it th a t children get three well­ 
balanced meals a day, th a t they 
have plenty of rest and sleep, ade­ 
quate exercise, and are not sub­ 
ject to nervous or m ental excite­ 
m ent which will interfere with di­ 
gestion. 
Any 
physical 
defects 
present which may interfere with 
the absorption and use of food by 
the body m ust be corrected. 
The activities of the mind can­ 
not be separated from those of the 
rest of the body. If a child is to be 
a 
well-rounded 
personality 
he 
m ust be kept in good physical 
condition as well as given ade­ 
quate m ental training.
